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The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: a seat pedestal comprising a receiving member inside a cylinder member for 
receiving a mechanical fastener and a groove receiving said receiving member; or the use 
of the use of a cable activating the switch in combination with the invention recited in 
claim 11.
